The 1.800,000 automobiles in 
the county last year burned a 
billion gallons of gas—and no 
doubt contributed a little bit 
to the smog. The owners paid 
$60,000,000 in state gasoline 
taxes (at 6 cents a gallon), and 
the county got back $10,000,000 
(or a cent on the gallon). 

Sierra Madre also gets its 
kick-back for streets here—and 
several year's accumulation 
(more than 390,000) probably 
will be spent for street im¬ 
provement this summer. 

It might be pointed out that 
more than 317/100 of this 
amount came directly to Sierra 
Madre from the county from 
an "Aid to Cities" fund. The 
county gives it to the cities 
for particular streets in need 
of overhauling, but there's 
nothing in the law that requir¬ 
es the county to share its gas 
tax fund.

The “battle of the garage sidelines" flared up briefly last week, 
and although the Planning Commission was sorry it had men¬ 
tioned it, the City Council rushed to the rescue. 

Actually it was Troy Lorch who wants to build a home on 
West Grandview avenue just west of Sycamore avenue who 
brought it up at the Planning Commission meeting. 

He asked for a variance to 
build his garage three feet from 
the lot line instead of the re¬ 
quired five feet "beacause a 
large oak tree is in the way."

Planners Look at 
Street Sign Types 

Sierra Madre may get some new street signs to guide wonder¬ 
ing visitors and misplaced residents. 

At least the Planning Commission last week looked at some 
street sign samples. Public Works Director Harry Shatto recom¬ 
mended black lettering on yellow background for greatest ligi- 
bility. 


"Just like auto license plates 
if the townspeople don't think 
it too radical—otherwise black 
on white." 

Shatto was instructed to re¬ 
port on what streets needed 
them the most. Couicilman 
Herman Barter had suggested 
that any recommendation the 
commission makes to the Coun¬ 
cil should include a breakdown 
of priority so that a long-term 
program of sign instalaltion 


could be studied. 

Approximately 200 signs are 
needed. Cost for a sign and 
pole installed is $12, Shatto 
said. The sign alone, with the 
city furnishing the pole and 
installation, was placed at $2. 

Initial sign installations 
probobly would include Sierra 
Madre boulevard, Baldwin, 
Michillinda and Orange Grove 
avenues.

Improved lighting for Sierra : 
in a report prepared by South 
which is being studied by the 

For Sierra Madre boulevard, 
mends a total of 103 street lig 
has only 62 street lights. 

The report proposes 11 proj¬ 
ects for the betterment of the 
city’s lighting, which in some 
areas would increase visibility 
as high as 20 times. 

According to C. O. Wedberg, 
district manager, the report is 
broken down to suggested plans 
so the Council can put into ac¬ 
tion any, all, or as many of 
the projects as is desirable. 

There are no separate in¬ 
stallation costs for the projects 
—except in the business dis¬ 
trict where three alternate 
plans are proposed, depending 
on which type of fixture is 
wanted by the city. 

In the heart of the business 
district, 34 6000 lumen orna¬ 

mental lights are suggested 
substitutions for the existing 
35 street and overhead lights 
of 1000, 2500, and 4000 lumens. 

(A lumen is a unit measure¬ 
ment of light, 100 watts being 
comparable to 1,5S0 lumens.) 

Total cost per month for the 
lights in this area would be 
$75.86. Present cost per month 
is $41.57. 

Twenty-one lights were sug- 


A sluggish second half cost

vard between Auburn and 
Lima. This area, which now 
has only seven lights, is des¬ 
cribed in the report as “next 
in importance” in considering 
Sierra Madre’s future growth. 

“Some day,” it was pointed 
out, "business will spread suf¬ 
ficiently into this area to have 
the same density and volume 
of traffic, parking problems, 
and pedestrians as the present 
‘center’ of town.” 

Total cost per month of the 
proposed Lima-Auburn lights , 
would be $73.29, or $89.04 for J 
steel poles. Existing lights now 
cost the city $14.80 a month. , 
Additional lighting also was ' 
indicated for the remainder of 
the boulevard—from both the 
eastern and western bounda- I 
ries. 

Fifteen 6000—and one 2500 
lumen lights were proposed 
substitutions for 15 existing 
lights of lesser brilliance on 
north and south Baldwin. In¬ 
crease in cost per month for 
this area would be $32.57. 

For Grandview and the cen¬ 
tral residential districts, the 
189 lights currently in use 
would become 2 7 8 brighter 
lights, at an additional per 
month cost of $406.29. Existing 
lights cost $242.21. 

A dozen streets listed as 
“new residential districts not 
now having lights,” were ear¬ 
marked for immediate atten¬ 
tion in the report. Cost of in¬ 
stalling 33 2500 lumen lights 
was estimated at $99.48. 

Instead of 43 600 lumen 
lights, the canyon and moun¬ 
tain areas o f Sierra Madre 
would get 51 1000 lumen street 
lights. Hike in cost: $29.09 a 
month. 

In summary, the Edison 
Company pointed out that its 
plan was a “balanced plan,” 
one which balances the need 
with the economics of each 
specific project. 

“Usually, there are only two 
legal sources of city funds for 
a program of this type: the 
general fund, and special as¬ 
sessments for this specific pur¬ 
pose.” 

Existing street lighting 
equipment in Sierra Madre has 
been in service more than 20 
years—a fact which makes it 
“old, inefficient, and obsolete.” 
It has not kept pace with the 
city itself or any other im¬ 
provements in it, the report 
stated. 

The City Council on Mar. 14 
thanked the company for the 
survey report and said it would 
take it under advisement.

F. HOLMES NOTES 


Manager Allen told Chamber 
members and guests that out¬ 
come of the project would be a 
factor in who will operate the 
proposed Eaton Canyon County 
Park and Golf Course—Los An¬ 
geles County or the city of 
Pasadena. 

"If the county can purchase 
water from Sierra Madre for 
Ihe park, it will be operated by 
the county,” he said. "Other¬ 
wise, Pasadena will supply the 
water and operate it.” 

Concern ins the gigantic park 
project itself. General Allen ex¬ 
plained that talk was first 
started concerning a regional 
park back in 1924, and the 
actual planning began in 1946. 

"Development of the project 
is still uncertain in many re¬ 
spects,” the army officer point¬ 
ed out. “but the portion above 
New York Drive probably will 
become a ‘virgin park’, having 
hiking and riding trails. 

“That part of it would be a 
kind of ‘second Griffith Park'.” 
he sqid. 

Returning to the subject of 
water, the administrator de¬ 
clared that the people of Los 
Angeles County have always 
"been asleep” as regards con¬ 
servation of water.

He singled out Sierra Madre 
as an exception, however, say¬ 
ing that this city—largely 
through the efforts of A1 S. 
Myers, former business man¬ 
ager, const r u c t e d spreading 
grounds. 

"The Board of Supervisors, 
through the state legislature, 
currently is trying to establish 
‘conservation districts’ through¬ 
out Los Angeles County, where¬ 
by water would be purified 
and retained in underground 
basins instead of being allow¬ 
ed to run off into the ocean.”

Proof that Los Angeles County is keeping a "close watch' 'on 
Sierra Madre's water diversion project was indicated last Thurs¬ 
day noon by Brig. Gen. Wayne R. Allen, the county's chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer. 

Speaking before the Chamber of Commerce luncheon at the 
Woman's Clubhouse, County 


"At present,” General Allen 
said, "billions of gallons of 
water are flushed into the sea 
—and lost forever.” 

Citing some of the instances 
where the county is helping 
various citizens, County Man¬ 
ager Allen said the county 
paid one half the cost of the 
“Burbank Experiment” in in¬ 
cineration. 

“In this experiment, Burbank 
ruled that all rubbish had to 
be picked up by the city, and 
lhat there was to be no private 
burning in back yards.” 

Labeling outdoor incinera¬ 
tion as a “definite cause of 
smog,” he stated that the 
board of Supervisors is convinc¬ 
ed that backyard incinerators 
eventually must be eliminated. 

“This must be done through 
cooperation of the county, of 
course, since very few cities 
could afford the cost of such a 
project (erecting a city-operat¬ 
ed incinerator).” 

General Alien was introduc¬ 
ed by Arthur Hewitt, editor of 
the NEWS, Chamber President 
A1 E. Morgan presided.

The Council held over for 
study a report from City Attor¬ 
ney T. Guy Cornyn on the Cali¬ 
fornia Water and Telephone 
rate case before the State Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission. 

Cornyn said that the com¬ 
mission has scheduled a hear¬ 
ing for May 24. In November 
of 1947 an interim increase was 
allowed the telephone company 
and this hearing would be to 
make the rate boosts perman¬ 
ent. To oppose such an order, 
Cornyn said, expert testimony 
as to inadequacy of service 
would have to be presented. 

In 1947, he said, it was pro¬ 
posed that a telephone rate 
expert be hired at $2500 to pre¬ 
sent testimony. This cost would 
have been shared by Sierra 
Madre, Monrovia and San Fer¬ 
nando with Sierra Madre pay¬ 
ing two-ninths of the cost. 

"You have to have something 
tangible to offer the commis¬ 
sion,” Cornyn said. "I may 
think the rates too high, but 
that means nothing without 
evidence to prove that rates 
are too high.” 

Cornyn said he would ask 
Arcadia council member if they 
they wished to join in protest.
